Geaernl's Palace—DelHodus tikely to ko to

Spuin.

You have ere this doubtless heard of the great
gas explosion near the palice, Immediately after
the arrival of Ilis Excellency., All at once
there wns a terrible detonation, like the roaring
of cannon, when the street (O’ Reilly) which runs
to the right of the palace was torn up. It was at
first supposed that this was the work of the Jo-
lunteers, who were anxious to get De Rodas out of
the way, while others thougot it was brought
abont by the Cnbans. When the excitement
had subsided, bowever, all parties were ol the
oplnion that the explosion was accidental. But
now public opinion has again changed, and the
circumstances of a similar detonation being
beard on last Bunday night in the same vicinity,
but attended with more serious results, induce
many persons to believe that some villainouns
Spaniard or Spaniards (voluntcers of course)
have been endeavoring to blow up the Palace by

? Funernl of M. Paradol—Fuller Particulnrs.
Despateh to the Associated Press,

Wasuisaron, July 22.—The faneral services
over the body of the late M. Prevost-Paradol
were held this morning at half-past 9 o'cloek in
8t. Matthew's Catholic Chureh, Right Rev.
Charles J. White, D, D., ofliciating, assisled by
Fathers MeDevitt and MeCarthy. The proces-
sion started from the late residence of deceased
ghortly after 9 o'clock. The remains were borne
in a hearse decorated with black plumes and
drawn by six grey horses, and attended by an
escort of thirty marines under Captain Wallace,

The pall-bearers were Vietor Roux, M. de
Jardin, Jules Henault, Fellx Gentry, M. Demon-
geott, C. Gautier, Antoine Deguel, J. Robert,
and A, Baudoin. Upon arriving at the church,
the coftin, shronded in a flag of the French
nation, was deposited on a catafalque just out-
slde the altar, M. Berthemy, principal mourner,
remained standing during the services at the
head of the catafalque, as Is the custom in
France.

The carriages of the funeral procession were
mostly those of private individuals. Baron
Gerolt, Minister of the North German Confede-
ration, attended the funeral, together with the
attaches of all the other foreign legations in
Washington.

Among those present were the Cabinet Minis-
ters, General Sherman, Vice-Admiral Porter, In
uniform; Benators Sumner and Stockton, and
otber prominent gentlemen. The church was
well filled, a large proportion of the French and
other foreign residents of Washington being
present, The ceremonics commenced with the
performance of the solemn Requlem Mass,

This concluded, the Reverend Father read in
English a portion of the D¢ Profundis, saying
it was an expression of the only hope and con-
solation that could be felt under the lamentable
and distressing elrcumstances, He then de-
livered a funeral address of nearly thirty
minutes duration, in which, afier anfearnest tri-
bute to the past greatness of the distinguished
dead in the field of sclence and journallsm, as
well as to the great attaipments which had im-
pelled the Emperor of France to choose him
as the representavive of thut nation to this coun-
try, the speaker alluded to the mwaner in which
his career came to iis close, saylng however un-
Christian or anti-Ulristian it may have been, or
whatever may bave been the moral influences
that exerted sway ot that mement upon the dis-
tingulshed individual whose remalns were before
us, it should be remembered that it was not
for man to set himself up in judgment upon the
case; not even the Catholic Chureh would ven-
tare to condomn a man afier be bad departed
this life.

Upon this point the revercnd gentlemen spoke
with congiderable feelivg, exhorting those
gathered in the presence of tha dead to learn
that no matter how a man sank into the jaws
of death, whether it be by a sudden attack of
delirium, the effects of disease, or in jauy other
state of mental derangement, the question was
what were his digposition and sentiments before
e was deprived of his rational faculties.

At the conclusion the remalns were borne
from the church, the marines presenting wrns
as the burial case was deposited withio the
hearse, and soon after followed by o sympathiz-
